Displaced  persons  are  reiugees,  who, 
alter  World  W  ar  II  through  many  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  political,  economical 
social,  and  religious  conditions,  and  man¬ 
ifold  persecutions  in  totalitarian  and  des¬ 
potic  countries  of  Nazism  ana  Com¬ 
munism,  were  forced  into  Western  Zone 
of  occupation  of  Germany.  They  relua- 
ed  to  return  back  to  their  home  countries 
where  for  them  were  waiting  persecution 
from  Communist  authorities. 

We  have  to  realize  that  these  DP 
Baptists  are  our  brothers  and  Sisters  in 
Christ  They  are  in  urgent  need,  and 
it  is  our  Christian  responsibility  to  help 
them.  They  don’t  need  much.  They  art 
able  and  can  work,  but  Germany  is 
overcrowded  by  Germans  themselves 
and  there  is  not  much  piace  for  DP's. 
Among  the  DP’s  are  people  in  all  trades 
and  vocations.  They  need  only  your 
sponsorship  for  coming  to  this  country. 
It  is  some  official  requirements  for  start* 
ing  new  life.  Baptists,  show  in  this  caao 
the  heart  of  Good  Samaritan!

regrets  to  put  off  buying  a  needed 
suit,  because  a  tire  blew  out  and 
the  clothing  money  had  to  be  uaed 
to  replace  the  ruined  tire. 

Tliat  is  the  very  situation  in 
which  Mississippi  Baptists  found 
themselves.  Some  of  our  Missis¬ 
sippi  institutions  were  “up  against 
it.”  And  all  should  remember  that 
if  the  home  base  is  weakened,  so 
will  the  outside  bases.  It  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  have  a  good  roof,  but  if  tho 
foundation  is  not  kept  in  good  con¬ 
dition,  it  won’t  be  long  before  th« 
roof  and  walls  will  be  gone. 

Not  all  agree  that  the  60-10 
remedy  is  the  solution.  But  no  one 
in  the  face  of  present  danger,  liad 
a  better  remedy.  Perhaps  by  next 
year  a  more  satisfactory  solution  _ 
can  be  found. 

But  for  this  year,  we  offer  the 
plan  used  by  the  First  Church, 
Cult  port.  No  doubt  other  churches 
have  done  likewise  but  this  one 
church  will  serve  as  a  good  illus¬ 
tration.

LAST  CHINA  MISSIONARY 
ARRIVES  IN  HONG  KONG 

The  last  Southern  Baptist  missionary 
in  communist  China  has  arrived  in  Hong 
Kong.  She  is  Miss  Pearl  Johnson,  native 
of  South  Carolina,  who  was  appointed  by 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  1924. 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board,  said  upon  receiving 
the  news  from  Hong  Kong  that  on  two 
or  three  occasions  after  the  communists 
erne  into  Tsingtao,  where  Miss  Johnson 
was  stationed  the  Board  requested  her 
to  consider  her  position  under  the  change 
of  regime,  but  always  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
would  support  her  fully  in  any  decision 
to  come  out  or  to  remain.  "On  those  oc¬ 
casions  she  chose  to  remain,  recognizing 
that  the  consequences  could  easily  be  the 
same  as  in  the  case  of  Dr.  William  L. 
Wallace,  who  died  in  a  communist  prison 
in  Wuchon  in  February  this  year.” 

She  remained  so  long,  however,  that 
her  situation  has  become  rather  critical, 
and  for  several  months  the  Board  has 
had  cause  to  bo  greatly  concerned  for 
bar  safety.  Fully  aware  of  the  danger, 
sbe  accepted  It  without  regret  as  a  part 
of  the  decision  which  she  had  made  to 
remain  in  China  as  long  as  she  could  be 
of  any  service  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

H»e  time  came,  however,  when  Miss 
Johnson,  along  with  practically  all  other 
Chins  missionaries,  began  considering 
their  position  in  China  had  become 
a  kinder ance  to  the  work  of  the  Chinese 
Christians  as  well  as  a  source  of  great 
danger  to  these  personally.  On  that 
basis  Miss  Johnson  made  bar  decision  «e 
leave.

ADVANCE  BUDGET  FOR  HOME 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Home  M  te¬ 
non  Board,  hold  an  Atlanta  November 
27-28,  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  a  bud¬ 
get  of  $1,570,000.  for  1062.  This  was  an 
increase  of  $130,000  over  the  previous 
year  and  was  made  possible  by  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $165,000  over  the  year  before 
in  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for 
home  missions.  More  and  more  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  March  Week  of  prayer 
offering  for  home  missions  is  being  real¬ 
ized  by  Southern  Baptists. 

For  several  years  the  income  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  through  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  has  been  constant.  It  has 
not  been  possible  to  increase  the  amount 
of  money  coming  from  that  source.  The 
only  hope  of  advance  was  in  a  better 
response  to  the  spring  ottering.  Since 
the  1950  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  was 
not  an  increase  over  1949  there  could  be 
no  increase  in  the  borne  mission  budget 
for  1951;  but  the  1951  offering  took  a 
sudden  spurt  of  $165,000  above  the  year 
’  before  and  made  possible  the  advance 
in  the  1952  budget. 

PARTICIPATION  AND  INTEREST 
State  members  of  the  Board  attended 
in  larger  numbers  than  ever  before  and 
stayed  through  to  the  final  session  with¬ 
out  waning  interest  or  hurry  to  leave 
because  of  waiting  engagements.  The 
meeting  closed  on  schedule  with  nearly 
all  the  Board's  members  on  hand  for 
the  last  word. 

ENCOURAGING  REPORTS 

Secretaries  of  the  various  departments 
ef  the  Board  made  encouraging  reports 
and  proposed  challenging  programs.  The 
Five-Year  Crusade  was  implemented  by 
various  actions  to  reinforce  the  program. 
The  first  two  years  of  the  five-year  em¬ 
phasis  on  evangelism  have  netted  the 
greatest  results  in  evangelism  in  the 
history  ef  the  denomination.  The  second 
phase  of  emphasis  is  on  church  exten¬ 
sion  Plans  for  more  churches  and  mis¬ 
sions  were  vigorously  proposed  and  en¬ 
thusiastically  endorsed  by  the  Board. 

The  final  emphasis  of  the  Five-Year 
Crusade  will  be  more  effective  witnes¬ 
sing.  When  people  are  won  to  Christ, 
more  churches  and  missions  established, 
and  Christians  give  a  better  witness,  the 
progress  of  the  kingdom  will  be  assured. 
MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  EMPHASIS 
Members  ef  the  Home  Mission  Board 
expressed  unusual  interest  in  mission^ 
study  books  being  released  at  this  time 
by  the  Department  of  Education.  To  re¬ 
inforce  the  Five-Year  Crusade  a  book 
by  Secretary  Courts  Bedford  titled  “Cru¬ 
sade  in  Home  Missions’’  has  been  print¬ 
ed  and  is  now  ready  in  Baptist  Book 
Stores  for  people  to  study  the  details  and 
inspiration  ef  the  Crusade.  This  book 
by  the  assistant  executive  secretary 
gives  a  picture  of  home  missions  as  it  is 
now  being  promoted. 

Dr.  Ralph  A.  Phelps,  Jr.,  ef  South¬ 
western  Seminary,  has  prepared  a  dis¬ 
cussion  on  race,  labor,  alcoholism,  com¬ 
munism  and  the  underprivileged  which 
has  been  pronounced  by  readers  the 
greatest  challenge  to  Southern  Baptists 
presented  in  any  book  ever  .written  on 
home  missions,  is  “Tangled  Threads” 

Dr.  Phelps  points  the  way  to  more  ef¬ 
fective  witnessing  on  the  part  ef  Christ¬ 
ians  and  better  directed  work  on  the 
part  ef  churches  in  reaching  minority 
groups.  *

Scripture  leasees’  Joshua  1:1-11;  »:1-** 
L  JEHOVAH’S  CHARGE  TO  J08HUA 
Not*  this  feet:  Jehovs  spoke  to  Joefauu. 
j>nve  s  peg  down  there  now.  Jehovah 
can  speak  to  people.  Why  any  quibbling 
anoul  how  be  spoke?  As  to  whether  he 
apoke  in  so  m»ny  words  or  through  the 
impressions  of  the  spirit.  Let  Jehovah 
apeek  m  any  fashion  or  manner  be 
pleases.  Here  the  speech  is  of  such 
length  and  so  particular  in  Its  phrasing 
tbai  1  choose  to  think  that  Jehovah  did 
exactly  what  Joshua  says  be  did.  I  wish 
you  would  read  that  speech. 

When  the  period  for  mourning  for 
Maae*  waa  past  M  was  time  for  Joshua 
lo  cease  mourning  and  move.  God’s  serv- 
aau  die:  God’s  work  goes  on.  The  great¬ 
est  men  who  have  lived  back  there  in  the 
past  have  gone  on.  Other  hands  took  up 
their  tasks  for  God  and  carried  those 
Msfca  forward  to  completion.  Mooes  had 
koiided  well.  Now  Joehua  most  build 
■pan  Moses'  foundation.  Thus,  God’s 
greol  work  is  carried  forward,  ho,  where 
the  vanguards  fight  today,  tho  rear  shall 
•amp  tomorrow.  • 

Notice  the  warning  that  God  gives  to 
Joshua,  "Be  strong  and  of  good  courage 
.  only  be  thou  strong  and  very  courag- 
«u."  Now,  Joshua  was  no  turncoat, 
no  milk-livered  coward;  Joshua  was 
the  bravest  man  in  the  whole  nation. 
Mi)  warn  him  to  he  couragous?  Be¬ 
cause  men  frequently  break  at  their 
saougest  points.  Joshua  had  kept  tbs 
commandment  al  the  Lord,  wholly  to  do 
Jehovah's  will.  Jehovah  says  to  Joshua, 
"Observe  to  do  according  to  all  the  law." 
And  there  accompanied  these  exhorta¬ 
tions:  the  promise  that  no  man  should 
be  able  to  stand  before  Joshua  and  that 
ae  should  conquer  for  God  the  land 
o(  Promise. 

IL  THE  CR08H1NG  OF  THE  JORDON 
Many  things  like  this  have  taken  piece 
w  history.  Abram  came  out  of  Ur  and 
teat  action  committed  him  to  a  different 
life  m  a  different  land.  Lot  pitched  his 
tsnt  toward  Sodom  and  that  committed 
him  to  an  unhappy  fate.  Moses  crossed 
toe  Red  Sea  and  that  severed  him  from 
Pharaoh’s  land  and  committed  him  to 
toe  desert  and  Jehovah.  Caesar  crossed 
the  Rubicon  and  that  action  changed  ail 
the  course  of  his  life.  Examples  might 
•*  multiplied  without  number.  A  single 
committal,  one  desicion  turning  to  right 
•r  left,  ooe  choice  of  this  side  or  of  that, 
ana  all  the  future  is  altered.  Joshua 
•rcased  the  Jordon  with  ail  the  people 
save  the  women  and  children  of  the  two 
•no  one-half  tribes  who  had  chosen  as 
their  home  the  land  east  of  the  Jordon.

"There  stood  over  against  him  s  man 
with  his  sword  drawn  in  his  hand."  Thus 
Joshua  was  confronted  by  a  stranger 
whom  he  did  not  at  once  recognise.

Lt.  Cjg)  Charles  S.  Pigott,  who  landed 
at  Incnon  with  the  Marines  and  who 
spent  the  next  eight  months  in  Korea,  is 
typical  of  the  chaplains  who  have  been 
in  the  front  liues  with  the  lighting  men. 
Chaplain  Pigott  (he  pronounces  it  Pie- 
gotl)  is  now  on  temporary  duty  at  the 
Boston  Naval  Shipyard  and  will  take  up 
post-graduate  studies  at  the  Harvard 
Divinity  School  this  fall. 

“From  California  we  went  to  Kobe, 
Japan,  where  we  prepared  for  a  landing, 
although  at  the  time  we  didn't  know 
where  it  was  going  to  be,”  Chaplain  Pi¬ 
gott  says.  “When  we  found  out  it  was 
Inchon  we  were  apprehensive,  but  not 
scared. 

“Since  the  landing  we've  learned  that 
this  was  one  of  the  biggest  risks  the 
Navy  and  Marines  have  ever  taken.  If 
the  North  Koreans  had  tried  to  they 
could  have  made  Inchon  almost  impreg¬ 
nable.” 

Chaplain  Pigott  went  with  the  1st  Ma¬ 
rine  Tank  Batalion  from  Inchon  into 
Seoul. 

Churches  Spared 

During  the  Marine  advance  into  North 
Korea  he  got  the  chance  to  see  the  work 
of  Christianity  there.  As  in  Seoul,  the 
churches  were  mostly  intact. 

“I  think  this  is  due  U>  the  fact  the 
Communists  used  to  billet  their  troops

Liquor  Dealer  Makes 
bei  iouS  O'Klige

Dr.  K.  O.  White's  recent  article,  “I 
Found  Them  in  the  Liquor  Store,”  told 
•f  visiting  several  places  in  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  and  finding  many  church  members 
among  tnose  engaged  in  this  unholy 
trade. 

This  revealing  statement  turned  my 
mind  bacx  several  years  to  a  conversa¬ 
tion  1  had  witn  a  man  who  owned  and 
operated  a  whiskey  score.  Years  beioro 
he  had  attended  Sunday  School  in  the 

churcn  I  was  serving. 

Talking  to  aim  about  the  evil  be  wai 
sponsoring  and  urging  him  to  turn  to 
a  legitimate  occupation,  he  replied,  "If 
all  my  customers  wno  are  church  mem¬ 
bers  should  su>p  buying  trom  me  I  would 
be  forced  out  01  business.” 

I  am  not  sure  how  much  truth  there 
was  in  this  sentence.  1  rather  think  he 
was  seeking  to  cast  retlection  upon 
church  peopie.  But  in  my  limited  obser¬ 
vation  1  am  positive  that  business  at 
the  liquor  stores  would  not  be  as  usual 
if  they  lost  all  their  church  member 
customers. 

From  a  reliable  source  I  heard  of  two 
deacons  who  stood  in  line  waiting  to  be 
served  during  the  war  years  when  in¬ 
toxicants  were  rationed.  A  deacon  in 
a  large  city  church  stated  that  at  every 
deacons’  meeting  for  over  a  year  one 
of  the  members  did  not  miss  a  time, 
though  without  exception  alcohol  could 
be  smelled  on  bis  breath. 

I  am  glad  these  are  isolated  cases  and 
not  the  rules,  for  the  great  mass  of 
deacons  in  Baptist  churches  vote  dry, 
live  dry,  and  support  every  movement 
for  total  abstainers.  However,  this  can¬ 
not  be  said  concerning  many  members. 
While  most  of  those  who  indulge  in  al¬ 
coholic  beverages  are  just  “names  on 
the  roll,”  too  often  active  members  who 
expect  to  have  a  voice  in  all  church 
plans  and  program  engaged  in  social 
drinking  and  are  found  at  cocktail  par- 


hhe  made  several  attempts  aod  flopped, 
then  she  burst  into  tears,  covered  tier 
face  with  her  hands  and  said,  “Please, 
God,  forgive  me,  forgive  met"  Thank 
God — that  was  the  only  kind  of  prayer 
the  Lord  wants  to  hear  from  a  repen¬ 
tant  and  contrite  heart.  She  asked  if  she 
could  have  a  Bible  ao  she  could  read 
at  night  and  learn  more  about  Jesus; 
1  gladly  gave  her  my  New  Testa  menu 
She  wai  joyously  happy  aa  were  tne 
other  three  women  who  surrendered  their 
hearts  to  Christ. 

The  sad  part  of  this  story  is  this: 
la  a  lew  weeks  or  months,  these  womem 
will  hsve  served  their  sentences.  Ttvey 
will  be  released,  some  wearing  shorts 
and  some  in  clothing  fit  only  for  tne 
rubbish  heap.  Some  have  no  undercloth¬ 
ing  or  even  shoes.  They  are  released  oa 
the  streets  of  New  Orleans,  in  a  dea 
of  iniquity,  only  to  be  picked  up  again 
for  vagrancy  and  numerous  other  charg¬ 
es. 

The  need  for  a  woman's  home  in  New 
Orleans  is  desperate.  Baptist  women, 
pray  that  the  Lord  will  find  a  way  » 
give  us  a  building  where  these  women 
can  be  cared  for  until  they  are  able  te 
make  their  own  way. 

la  the  meantime,  I  make  an  earnest 
appeal  for  discarded  clothing  (shoes, 
coats,  hats,  underclothing)  that  we  may 
supply  these  women  with  proper  attir* 
and  give  them  a  chance  to  remake  their 
lives,  especially  those  who  have  accept 

■*-»  *  *  .a  Can  i/SIIP  mnA  who  ar§ 


admit  us.  The  guard  at  the  door  gave 
us  permission  to  enter.  We  started  up  the 
metal  steps  toward  the  Women's  quart¬ 
ers  of  the  Parish  Prison  House  of  De¬ 
tention  in  New  Orleans. 

It  was  the  first  prison  service  I  had 
ever  attended.  I  wondered  how  the  wo¬ 
men  would  respond. 

Around  the  long  tables  sat  a  number 
of  women.  One  old  woman  with  stringy 
white  hair  was  sitting  by  herseli.  Her 
face  was  bloated  from  too  much  drink. 
Later  1  was  told  by  the  matron  that 
ahe  was  the  mother  of  seven  children 
and  a  hopeless  alcoholic. 

Mrs.  Tully,  a  wonderful  Christian  wo¬ 
man  and  the  leader  of  our  group,  be¬ 
gan  the  service  in  a  cheerful  and  very 
informal  way.  The  inmates  themselves 
selected  the  hymns.  The  strains  of  “The 
Old  Rugged  Cross”  rang  out.  I  shall 
never  forget  their  faces  as  their  coarse 
husky  voices  sang  the  beautiful  words, 
“1  will  cling  to  the  old  rugged  cross.” 
As  we  continued  to  sing  song  after  song 
the  hardened  lines  on  their  faces  seem¬ 
ed  to  soflen  and  relax  a  little.  Tears 
glistened  in  the  eyes  of  a  few  as  they 
remembered  happier  times. 

After  prayer  was  offered  it  was  time 
for  me  to  bring  the  devotional.  I  prayed 
inwardly  that  the  Holy  Spirit  would 
guide  me  as  1  presented  the  plan  of  sal¬ 
vation  just  as  simply  as  I  knew  how.  The 
invitation  was  given,  and  three  women 
raised  their  hands  acknowledging  their 
lost  condiyon.  When  asked  to  come  for¬ 
ward  jo  accept  Christ  as  Saviour,  four 
women  came  forward  and  were  glori¬ 
ously  saved. 

Later  we  talked  to  these  women  indi¬ 
vidually.  One  young  French  woman, 
deeply  moved,  was  weeping.  When  I 
asked  her  if  she  wanted  to  pray  and  ask 
God's  forgiveness  for  her  sin  she  re¬ 
plied,  “I  do  not  know  how  te  pray.”

in  churches,  figuring- we  wouldn’t  bomb 
them.  But  our  intelligence  got  word  of 
one  church  that  was  being  used  as  an 
ammunition  storehouse.  We  blew  it  up 
— there  was  nothing  else  that  could  be 
done.” 

Even  in  the  bitter  North  Korea  winter 
Chaplain  Pigott  found  that  the  men  want¬ 
ed  to  go  to  church. 

"IPs  Surprising" 

“It’S  surprising.  One  morning  when  it 
was  snowing  and  very  cold  I  passed  the 
word  that  church  services  would  be  held 
outdoors.  There  was  no  place  indoors 
for  them,  and  I  didn’t  really  expect  any¬ 
body  te  come.  Perhaps  st  borne  they 
wouldn’t  hsvt  bothered  Is  go  te  church 
around  the  corner,  but  here  they  trudg¬ 
ed  through  the  snow. 

"The  fighting  causes  s  man  te  think. 
Most  men  innately  believe  ia  some  sort 
of  supreme  being,  la  the  pressure  of 
danger,  aa  ia  Korea,  this  feeling  changes 
from  aa  abstract  belief  te  a  living  and 
vital  faith  in  God.” 

Chaplain  Pigott  was  with  the  Marines 
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when  they  retreated  aod  wers  evacuated 
at  Hungnam.  They  were  shipped  to  Ma- 
aaa  on  tha  south  coast  ef  Korea  and 
then  started  north  again.  Tha  worst 
fighting  cams  last  March  and  a  little 
after  that  ha  was  wounded  in  the  arm 
by  shrapnel.  Last  month  he  was  order¬ 
ed  home. 

Chaplain  Pigott  ia  a  native  ef  Tyler- 
town,  Miss,  and  a  1942  graduate  of  Mia- 
aieeippt  College. 


I  close  with  some  words  of  Dr.  White, 
**I  seemed  to  hear  a  voice  saying,  ‘Lord, 
whence  are  these  wounds  in  thine 
hands?'  and  an  anawering  voice  filled 
with  sadness  replied.  These  are  they 
with  which  I  was  wounded  in  the  bouse 
ef  aay  friends’.’*  -
